THE TWi-T'HIRDS RULE,

There has been some talk of an effort
to ba made in the nationul demoeratic
convention te do away with the rule ro-
quiring a two-thirds vote to nominate,
~whieh has provailed for many yoars. A
movement for this purpose would orig-
inate, of course, with the supporters of
Mr. Clovelund, and the indications are
that they will have the strength in the
convention to make it successful. It is
not to be doubted that some of them
contempliute mnking an effort to sccure
such a  departure, but the morve
sngacious nmong them may conclude
that it would be bad polities to reverse
a long-established law of the party in
order to assure a particular nomination.
The attempt o do so would bring on a
bitter fight the effact of which would be
to erente more disatTection in the party
and strengthon opposition to the eandi-
Jdate in whoso ipterest the change would
b proposed.

Tho two-thirds rule has been obsarved
by demoeratic national conventions for
sixty years, having boen fivat andopted
by tha convention of 1832 as an out-
growth of the political diffaronce
between Juckson and Cualhoun, whieh
rasulted in the defeat of the latter and
the pnomination of Murtin Van Buren
for the second place on the presidential
ticket of that yenr., Since that time
numarous attacks have baen mode on
the rule, the most determined offort o
overthrow it for the majority rule have-
Ing been mado in 1841, whoen the condi-
tions woere vory similur to those which
soem likely to obtain in the Chicagoe
convention. A majority of the dele-
gates Lo the convention of 1844 wore
instructed  for Van Buren, bul many of
them voted agninst chauging the rule,
and thercby deomed their enndidate to
defeat., 1t is quite possible that many
of the dolegates who lhave been
instructed for Cleveland would rather
thelr candidate be defoated than that
u timo-honored law of the party should
be abundoned,

But another principle hus prevailed
sinve 1850 which practically assures the
nomination of a candidute who can com-
mand o méjority of the votes of n con-
vention. In that yenr tho compoetitors
for the nomination wera Buchunan and
Douglas, and when the former received
t majority of the votes Douglns ndvisod
his friends, on the ground that the
wishes of the majority should be pe-
spected, to give Buchabun the votes
necdod to nomipnte hilm, and thus the
prinviple was establishod that a candi-
dute who communds a clonr ma jority vote
i ontitled to receive the nomination
This, however, doea not have the im-
perative forge and binding effect of the
older rule, and it is hurdaly probable it
would have any fnfluence with opposi-
tion to Mp, Clovelund In the coming
convention in thy event that he should
have a clear mujority vote, as it now

UNJUSTIFIADLE DISCRIMINATION,
The arbiteaty course pursucd by the

Board of Publie Works in connection
with the solection of paving mnterinls
and the letting of paving contracls 1s
indefensible. There is such n manifest
unfairness in the award of contracts

and the axclusion of matorinls which
property  owners have designated in
thelr petitions, that the inference la

forcedl upon ug that the chairman and a
majority of tho board are either actu-
nted by porsonal spite or interested with
proferced contractors in direct violation
of the letter and =pirit of the law,

Undar the charter property owners
are given the privilege of designating
the mnterinl with which strects abutting
their property are to be paved. The
board ‘may exclude such materinls ns
have heen found wanting in durability,
but it has no right to foist upon thiacity
inferior for suporior asphalt when prop:
erty owners petition for and ave willing
to pny for the host.

The bonard hins no right to reject the
fowost bids of responsible contractors for
stona pavement or curbing which are in
nceord with ite own specificntions with a
manifest dotermination to play into the
hands of a favored contractor. It has
no excuse for delaying nublic works
by rejecting bids where there is
a tie between a favored contractor
and A  proseribed  contractor. Its
duty under such cireumnstances is to
expedite the work by awarding w each
of these contractors an equal proportion
of the curbing.

On behalf of the taxpayers Tie Bre
appoals to the mayor and council to
foreo thoe board to nward contracts im-
partinlly and give property owners the
material thoy petition for,  The Board
of I"ublic Works wna not crented as a
hoard of discrimination. Its duty 1s to
expedite public works undar proper safe-
guards, not to retard them in the intor-
est of favorites or for the purpose of
punishing politieal or personal encinics.

AMPLE ROOAN FoR THE noanRDn,

When the ¢ity hall building was pro-
jected and the loeation fixed at Eignt-
eonth and Farnam @ contract was en-
tered into between the Doarvd of Fduen-
tion and ety counell for joint ovcupuncy,
The estimated cost of the bailding con=
structed on the Myers plan was 200,000,
Tha board ngreed to contribute one-
eighth of this sum ($25,000) und the
council ngreed to resarve one-eighth of
the lloor space in the city hall building
for the school board.

The Mycrs plan contemplated a four-
story building. The Beindorff plan
which was substituted raised its height
from four to six stories and, instead of
$200,000, tha building when comploted,
will cost over #430,000. Toward this
outlay the school board has contributed
#20,000, or less than five per cent.

Tha bonrd approved the plans as
finnily adopted with reference to their
apartments being divided into six rooms
with 4,706 squure feet of lloor space, or
ahout one-twelflth of the aggrregate loor
gpace in the building, exclusive of the
basement, which is at the disposal of
the bonrd for the stornge of supplies,

Tho officas assignod to the Board o
Fdueation are light and aivy and large.
The mectings of that body are seldom
held in daylight o that even il they
were dork it would not have been a mo-
terial defect. ‘T'wo years hence when
the pew library building is completed
tho Board of Education ecan occupy the
entire fifth floor if such spacious quar-
ters are needed.

In view of these facts it is very
strange indeed thatany oflicer or member
of the board should suggest that the
rooms assigned to the board are not ade-
quate to the purpose, or that in a few
years they will be altogether too small.
There must be some ulterior motive in
a movement looking to the refusal of
the board to accept the spacious quar-
ters which have been set apart for its
use in the eity hall building. The
scheme for domanding o 1efund of the
nmount paid in to the city hall fund is
not in the publie interest. The eity hall
is amply large to sccommodato the city
officos for the noxt twenty-five yenrs at
least, and will have room to spare even
at the ond of that period. The proposi-
tion 1o decline the rooms in the ¢ity hall
is absurd. The bhoard should procecd
immediately to advertise for nbids for
furniture, giving home manufucturers
the preference, price and quality equal,
and if the council will deduct the
amount to be expended for furnishing
the new Board of Education quarters
from the #5,000 still dus from the school
distriet, under its contract, further con-
troversy should be dropped,

T statement  that the approach of
tho presidential enmpalgn nttracts much

A pamboo was suspended from bis
iron collaw, the stick being stretehod ncross
undor his koees, His hands were chatned
behind him, The jailors then pinced bim
with his naked kooes kueeling upon chains,

Alter a lone titme they put & bamboo aoross
tho oalves of his logs, npon which two nat-
tendunts sat till tho victim fainted with

agony, Althoagh it nad beon sovoral weeks
since this torture his legs still bore the marks
and were without life or motion.  Tho tlesh
bilow the knes cap Is still rax and intlamed,
The legs of aunther wun wero broken. Six
attondants jumped upon the bamboo untll the
bones wera orushicd.  I'wo other men who
hiad just beon removed from the torture
ehamber conld not be seen.  "'he foroigy von-
